Mr. Kilmer 
Tells Of Ike 
"Soft Sell 9 ’ 


Mr. Richard L. Kilmer, M.A., 
associate professor of history and 
chairman of the division of social 
science, accused the Republican 
party’ of using advertisilfg tech- 
niques to sell President Eisenhow- 
er to the public Thursday night in 
a St. Joe history series lecture. 

Speaking before an audience of 
approximately 60 members of the 
St. Joe faculty and student body, 
Mr. Kilmer explained from per- 
sonal experiences how a “father” 
and “regular guy” image of Eisen- 
hower was created in the eyes of 
the American public by Madison 
ave. businessmen. 

In the course of his lecture Mr. 
Kilmer referred often to his form- 
er duties as mail correspondent for 
Eisenhower from 1950 to 1952. 
During this time the St. Joe. pro- 
fessor Jiad-.the-Jtask-_jof-answerlng 
letters written to the General' by 
the public. 

Mr. Kilmer stated that Eisen- 
hower’s elderly appearance and 
friendly smile were used to great 
advantage by the Wall Street ad- 
vertisers in- winning the public 
support. “I can not sav that I 
agree with this method,” Mr. Kil- 
mer commented, “but I will ex- 
plain to you how it was done.” 

Giving a brief sketch of the 
President’s life since 1940, Mr. Kil- 
mer attempted to show how “Ike” 
rose to the top qpickly. He stated

that Hopkins was a late-Victorian 
Englishman, a Catholic convert, 
and a member of the Jesuit order. 

As holder of an M.A. in theology 
and a Ph.D. in philosophy, and as 
editor of Poetry magazine, Dx’. Ra- 
go seemed especially qualified to 
lecture so extensively. He inspired 
one faculty member to say: “It was 
the best lecture of the series so 
far.’?

Three nufuTrea gallons of milk a" 
day are gulped ' down by thirsty 
Pumas. Ninety-five Holsteins give 
us fresh, milk twice a day. Modern 
milking machines painlessly drain 
four cows at a time. Within a few 
minutes their milk has flowed 
through clear plastic tubes into a 
gleaming pastuerizer located in the 
next room. From the . pasteurizer 
into the cooler and then to the kit- 
chen; — 

Students who have lived out in 
Drexel have studied to “oinks” and 
risen to roosters’ throughout the 
years; George Schuster manages 
this sector of St. Joe’s agricultural 
domain. 

The whole vast agricultural com- 
plex is efficiently handled by a 
well-trairffed crew ef 10 under the 
direction of Mr. Winters. Farm me- 
chanics maintain complex machin- 
ery in their own machine shop. 
Land is tilled scientifically for best 
crop production. Our farm is a com- 
plex enterprise carefully managed 
and worked for better food and 
greater profit. A fact for which we 
can all be grateful as we gulp down 
that third glass of cow juice.
